California, about a year ago. 
"Siegel, you may recall, Is the 
racketeer who boasted on behalf 
ot the denizens of the underworld: 
•We don't run for public office— 
wu own the politicians.' " 
"In addition to the foregoing 
and illustrative of the contempt 
of this public servant for J'ruth," 
O'Connell went on, "are the facts 
thut the license In question \V;is 
not cancelled on Christmas Kve 
but.on the contrary the order of 
cancellation wag entered on Jan- 
uary 3 to become effective on 
January 21. 


"Two adjournments postponing 
the effective date ot the cancella- 
tion ultimately to February 15 
wore granted by the Authority 
out of coMlCSerallon of the inter- 
est* of the employes of the busi- 
ness.

A landlord who1 is planning a 


major capital improvement oruhis 
property and^wishes a prior opin- 
ion on the amount of additional 
rent he will be allowed for it must 
submit his proposal in writing and 
furnish as .many details as pos- 
sib'.e on the cost of such an im- 
provement when he applies'for-a 
prior opinion, Area Rent Director 
Charles C.- Hoag said today.' 
-"This is necessary," Hoag ex- 


plained, "to enable our oflice Co 
determine the .additional amount 
of increase to be allowed for the 
improvement. We call that a prior 
opinion. 
• 


"But that prior opinion won't 
amount to much unless the esti- 
mated cost turns out to "be rea- 
sonably close to the final cost. I 
realize, of course, that fluctuating 
building materials and labor costs 
may make it difficult for the esti- 
mated cost and the actual cost to 
be approximately the same. But 
the more details the landlord can 
furnish, the better able our office 
will be to furnish a prior opinion 
that will stand up." 


Hoag pointed out that a prior 


opinion is not of itself an authori- 
zation of a rent increase. '.'It is," 
he said, "in effect 'a commitment 
by us that, if the landlord makest 
the improvement he advises, us he' 
plans to make, then he will re-1 
ceive a rent adjustment when and 
if the improvement is completed. 
When the work has-'been com- 
pleted, 
_ the landlord files a peti- 


tion with our office- for an, ad- 
justment. The., amount of the in- 
crease granted- is contingent, of 
course,, upon the amount spent on 
the improvement and the amount 
in which the improvement has in- 
creased the rental value of the 
premises."

Los Angeles, Feb. 24 1/P)—Di- 


vorce is not the easiest way out. 


This statement, backed by con- 


vincing argument, 
enabled Su- 


perior Judge Thomas J. Cunning- 
ham today to describe his month- 
old experiment in mending broken 
marriages as a "success' iar ex- 
ceeding expectation." 


He has considered the marital 


'troubles o£ 77 couples during his 
brie't term on the domestic rela- 
tions 'court bench. Here are the1 
happy statistics: 


Eighteen 
complete 
reconciliar 


tions, and 35 more couples granted 
30 to 60-day continuances to give 
their marriages another try. Only 
24 couples failed to make up. This 
means the 43-year-old jurist fore- 
stalled 70 per cent of the prospec- 
tive.divorce cases brought before 
him. 


"The first thing I do when I 
enter the courtroom," Judge Cun- 
ningham told a reporter, "is to 
ask 
if anyone present feels a 
reconciliation is possible. Some- 
times the wife,, sometimes the hus- 
band, and often an attorney will 
say yes. 
"Then I call the couple and their 


attorneys into my chambers lor a 
conference. Parents of the couple 
are not-admitted. I can toll with- 
in 15 minutes whether the couple 
can be reconciled.

Will Kcsent Alimony 


"I tell the husband his next 


wife will resent his having to pay 
alimony.

and troubles resulting from di- 
vorce.

If\after the 
first 15 minutes he doesn't believe 
a reconciliation.possible, or if .one 
of the couple is -an alcoholic, he 
seldom continues his efforts. 


• "I have had most success with 
young couples who have 
chil-. 


dren," he said. "When 'Such a 
couple tells me they're going to 
forget the past and start over, 
1 tell them I don't want to see 
them in my court again, 
"I don't believe many of them 


will, either." 
He plans to investigate a year, 


from now to determine the per- 
manent'results of his successful 
experiment.
